Head of 
Over Quarter of Century 


Twenty Yean at Metho- 


dist EpitcopaJ Pastor 


Syracuse, M»r. 13.— Dr. James Roscoe Day, chancellor emeritus 


rt Syracuse uniFersity, died today at Atlantic City, whither he had 
gone a fortnight ago with bis family fur a briei \ u-uuou. 


Dr. Day, a national figure noted as t-dueator, leader of Sletho- 


ism, and publisher, wu in his usual good health when he left Sy- 
racuse. He contracted influenza at the seaside resort and bronchial 
pneumonia developed. He was stricken Friday night. At the bedside 
when the end came were Mr*. Day and their daughter, Miss Emogene 
Day. 


Dr. Day was 77 years of age. He retired as chancellor of Syracuse 


university June 15, 1922, after having served more than a quarter 
century as head of the institution. 


Early tomorrow morning two sevens, the figures in the noted 


chancellor's age, will be tolled off on the fire bell. There will be a 
limilar tolling of the chimes at the university. Arrangements for 
the funeral of Dr. Day probably will be made at Atlantic City to- 
morrow.
